The problem is serious enough that we have taken steps to protect the 
list... we have created a filter that detects anything sent to the list 
that is not plain text, and deletes the rest of the message from the place 
where the non-text is detected. 


You may have seen "FOBIDDEN FORMAT" in a post to the list, and wondered 


what happened... it is the phrase we insert to let the poster know that 
the post contained a binary, an attachment, HTML, a "vcard" or some other 
format that presents a problem to the List Processor... it enforces 


consideration of your fellow BoatAnchors members. 
PLEASE use only plain text. 


PLEASE Get help with setting your mailer to not send the 
fancy HTML and quoted printable. 


PLEASE be considerate of the list resources and your fellow members.

Jim Hanlon, W8KGI has a good history of the HRO family in the 
June and July 1994 issues of Electric Radio - worth reading if you want a good 


background on them. He says the HRO-50 came out in December 1949 and with it 
National finally introduced a calibrated slide-rule dial. The small butterfly 
switch on the top of each coil block for changing between bandspread and general 
coverage was also another significant change. There are also several tips on 
improving the HRO-50 warm-up drift in the articles. 

I have an HRO-50R1 (Rack mount). Great old receiver. I use it all the time.

The story I heard about this is that L stands for loop antenna and this 
connection and switch were to support a DF loop. But no such loop was ever 
made for the ARC-5 sets or for SCR-274N as far as I know. However, there was 
one for the postwar ARC-12 command sets. The system consists 

of the L-10A loop, C-18 control box (controls rotation) and C-48 control 
box(switches antenna in and out and provides electrical control), plus one 
long spline cable connecting C-18 and the L-10A loop. This loop system could 
feed either the ARC-12 R-23 or the ARC-12 R-24 (which covers .5 - 1.5mhz) 
receivers. 


I was lucky enough to find one of these loops and eventually got the control 
boxes and cable too. I have never seen another such set but I'm sure they 
are out there somewhere. I have this connected to my WWII ARC-5 rig just for 
fun and it works fine.

I picked up a couple of Command sets yesterday. One a 6 to 9 Mhz one the 
other is a 190-550 Khz version, the R-23. 


The unusual thing, at least to me as I have not seen it before, is that 
this set has a small unit, a switch, attached to the front panel, just to 
the left of the tuning dial, with positions A and L marked on it. It is 
operated by a splined shaft just as with the tuning control. The aerial 
connection has three standard terminals, one marked A, the other two marked 
Lk 


Is this a common addition ? only in 33 years of messing with this old stuff 
and seeing hundreds of command sets I have never seen such before.
